Although the inhabitanta of this 
once quiet little village have by this 
time became pretty well accustomec 
to sight-seeing, so that the notes of 
band or the glimpse of a banner in the 
street have no longer power to throng 
the windows and doors, yet this 
unique demonstration which passed 
through to-day excited the liveliest 
interest, and is still an object of much 
comment among^the residents. 


About noon to-day a deputation of 
Chinamen, beating tom-toms and car- 
rying large banners and transparen- 
cies, passed through the principal 
thoroughfares on their way to General 
Garfield's 
residence. 
Each wore 
brown paper badges, inscribed with 
Chinese characters, supposed to rep- 
resent the name of the Republican 
candidate. 
Among 
the mottoes 
prominently displayed 
were "The 
question of employes ia only a ques- 
tion of private and corporate econ 
omy," "Individuals and companies 
have the right to buy labor where 
they can get it the cheapest," "The 
Chinese must come," "Vote for Gar- 
iield, the friend of the Chinese 
laborer," "The Americans must go/' 


On arrival at the General's resi- 
dence, Mr. Gin Sling, who is studying 
for the bar, and a young Mongolian 
of much promise, introduced the dep- 
utation, by reading an address pre- 
pared for the occasion. 
Notwith- 
standing the ^lact |that the document 
was drawn np in somewhat broken 
English, General Garfied appeared to 
follow every phjase with perfect and 
intelligent comprehension, showing 
that amid his multilarioua duties, he 
had yet contrived to spare time 
enough to make himself thoroughly 
acquainted with the minutest pecu- 
liarities of the singular dialect employ 
ed by his visitors. 
The following is 
the address in full :

which I cannot help entertaining, that 
your visit to-night may in some sense 
be looked upon as the opening up of 
a new era of universal brotherhood. 
It is the first free and fearless expres- 
gion of a down-trodden but noble 
race. It is the first time, 1 believe, 
that an American citi/in has been 
honored by the gratitude and friend- 
ship of your people. For many years 
past, my friends, f have studied your 
problem with intense solicitude. My 
matured views on that question, ei- 
j)re8sed last .Tanuary, you have done 
fUB the honor of quoting in your brief 
but beautiful address, 
liut while it 
U unnecessary that I should repeat 
rny then deliberately expressed opin- 
ion bére, there are one or two other 
points to which I would like to call 
your attention, i need not pauae to 
recount your achievements as a peo- 
ple. The stars which blaz3 in your

But 
your 
Empire 
my friends, ia a land of the past 
Gigantic as it is, it can no longer 
hold your enterprise. Hence the ne- 
cessity that you should ^ k a fresh 
and a wider field for the development 
of your capacities. The American 
laboring man, if needs be, must be 
trampled down and extirpated beneath 
your marching millions. His eztrara 
gant tastes and wild theories of inde- 
pendence will be alone to blame for 
the result. The Chinaman, as you 
have well expressed it, is cheaper than 
the American. On what grounds 
then, can the employer of labor he 
expected to discriminate, and at his 
own disadvantage, in favor of the 
latter ? The argument of superior 
civilization ia an idle one. Is the ig- 
norant American, who brutalizes or 
demonizes hia intellect by the use oi 
beer or whiskey, less or more of a man 
than the cultured, highly-strung Mon- 
golian, who wafts his soul to spiritianc 
byaf ragrantdraught of opium,the most 
effective intellectual stimulent in exis 
tence ? Is the American woman, who 
tortures herself for a life-time in the 
vain effort to accommodate her foot to 
number two shoe, more or less of 
woman than the lady Celestial who 
attains the same end by the compress* 
ion of her extremities daring infancy? 


The plea of morality is equally 
groundless. You will sustain me in 
the assertion that throughout the 
length and breadth of the state of 
Ohio there cannot be found a single 
immoral female of your nationality, 
might easily go on to dispose of other 
points with equal conclusiveness, but 
perhaps, standing in the position 
now occupy before the American na- 
tion, 1 have said enough. Let me 
only in conclusion, in the words of 
your iaimortal and much appreciated 
national poet, remind you that,

NVah how liu, begum! 
General Garfield's address was in- 
terrupted frequently by loud and en- 
thusiastic applause, which culminated 
when at the close of hia remarks he 
extended to his visitors the hospitality 
of the sideboard, where pipes and 
opium had been placed in readiness. 


After enjoying a nap of half a dozen 
hours, the deputation retired in ex- 
cellent spirits.

JLAST SAD BITES. 


Faneral Tliia Moraine Ov«r tlie Re- 


•nalna of Rev. FaClier Hartaett. 
Every seat was occupied in the 
Cathedral this morning at the funeral 
of Rev. Father Hartnett, and many 
stood daring the solemn and impres- 
sive service. 
The various societies 
connected with the church occupied 
seats on the left aisle, and wore their 
regalia. The banners stood at the 
head of the aisle, draped in mourn- 
ing, and the badge of sorrow adorned 
the breast of every member. The 
union flag, the pulpit and other ob- 
ject8%ere draped,and festoons of black 
were everywhere 
observable. 
At 
the head and in the center of the 
middle aisle, the coffin, containing all 
that was mortal of the good father, 
reposed amid floral tributes formed in 
crosses, broken anchors and other em- 
blematical shapes. Candles burned 
on each side, and also on the altar 
The impressive service of high mass 
was celebrated, after which Bishop 
Dwenger ascended the pulpit and 
read a portion of the scriptures. At 
the conclusion of the reading, the 
Bishop spoke feelingly of the de 
parted, paying a glowing tribute to 
his benevolence and to hia affectionate 
disposition. 
Audible sobs from every 
part of the building attested the 
truth of the remarks, and when 
Bishop 
Dwenger 
referred to the 
mother of the deceased, this sympa- 
thetic feeling was increased. The 
remainder of the services were con 
ducted in a solemn and tearful man- 
ner and the vast congregation dis- 
persed shortly after eleven o'clock. 


At half past 12 o'clock this after- 
noon the Sodalities, benevolent socie- 
ties, Father Matthews Temperance 
organization and the McHale Literary 
society, together with over 1,000 chil- 
dren and young ladies of the church, 
re-assembled at the CUhedral, and 
formed a procession to accompany the 
remains to the depot. About 2,000 
persons ^ k part in the procession, 
the banners of the various societies 
being "carried with the union flag, 
appropriately draped in mourning. 
Arriving at the Pittsburgh depot the 
adult part of the bodies separated, 
allowing the hearse and children to 
pass between the ranks, after which 
the ranks closed and the procession 
counter marched to the Cathedral, 
where it disbanded. About 100 per- 
sons accompanied the corpse to Val- 
jaraiso, where the funeral will be 
held at 10 o'clock to-morrow morning.

daughter to marry young Irwia. The 
rejection of hia suit seemed to prey 
upon his mind, and for a lotig time 
after he was rejected he left home, 
but returned after a few df^s and 
told his folks he would give her up 
and become resigned to his fafie.

and

that 
it 
drovie 
him 
to 
the 
deed. 
Hia 
mother 
was so 
f^hocked 
By the unnatural death of her son 
that she is completely prostrated, and 
her life is despaired of. Young Irwin 
wad highly esteemed. 
He was a man 
of exemplary habits. The suicide 
has produced a commotion in that 
neighborhood.

suffering. Her agony consequent up- 
on the delay of the respite seems to 
be eating up her vitality. 
It i« ques- 
tionable if she can survive evun the 
preparation of the gallows. 


The officer in charge of the jail is 
provided with restoratives. Discover- 
ing her yesterday before life was quite 
extinct he applied the remedies, and 
lastily summoning the prison physi- 
cian, she was saved. 


"This cruel treatment of a weak 
woman," said a gentleman who greet- 
ed the reporter just as he had stepped 
from the jail, "whatever her guilt 
may be, only finds j ustification in 
jarbarism, and has already disgraced 
the State." 


The scaffold, the same one that has 
already borne fruit, is loaded upon a 
wagon and awaiting. 


Those who meet the prisoners daily 
lave great sympathy for them. "Do 
not write anything iu the paper to 
wound their feeling," petitioned the 
officer, and then he took occasion to 
compliment an interview that ap- 
peared in the Sentinel a few days ago. 
He said that their feelings, by some 
coarse comments, had been wantonly 
injured. 


Wade ia genteelly dressed, and his 
bearing is rather noble in comparison 
with a majority of his fellow-prison- 
ers. While there ia nothing defiant 
iu hia demeanor, he evidences no 
symptoms of a breaking down. But 
it is quite different with the woman; 
she is physically a wreck, to whom 
death would be a great relief. 


The Sheriff last evening received the 
official papers from Governor Williams 
extending the time for the execution 
of Mrs. Brown and Wade thirty days.

That she had on 
numerous occasions forbade him com- 
ing to the house. 


When they had finished their con- 
versation, she said "Frank" pro- 
ceeded down stairs into the hall-way, 
carrying a bundle of bed clothing un- 
der his arm. She went to the door to 
let him out, and as she opened it 
"Al" entered, exclaiming as he did so, 
"Frank Dupee, you 
, I told you 


not to come here," at the ume time 
pulling a revolver and inap^ng it In 
his face. 
They then clinched, but as 
it was dark she could not see who 
done the cutting. They scuffled until 
they reached the street, when "Al' 
got loose, and, stepping backward, 
fired two shots, one of them striking 
"Frank." She claims that she did 
not know that "Al" was cut until 
some time after the fight. ' 


The trouble, from all that can be 
gleaned, grew out of their relation 
with this woman, who, it appears, 
forced Stone to marry her nearly 
three years ago, and who, it M repre- 
sented, has been very loose in her as- 
sociations with men in general, .
